Let Us Have "Peace 
Trees " 



We have lived through the world's 
greatest, war. We have been privileged 
to see it end; we stand upon the thres- 
hold of a new peace. And because the 
war was the greatest, and the most ter- 
rible in all history, the peace that is to 
succeed it must necessarily become the 
greatest, most glorious peace time that 
ever come upon earth. Wherefore, right- 
ly enough, we yearn to celebrate it, to 
pay tribute to it, to mark it upon our 
memories and into the course of our 
daily lives in a manner fitting, worthy, 
and adequate. But how? 

What note would we have such a 
tribute strike? What thought, what 
sentiment should it convey? 

The dominating idea should comprise 
the antithesis of all the horrors and 
trials and penalties of war. It should 
strike the note of reconstruction, of up- 
building, rather than of destruction; of 
beauty rather than of sordid ugliness; 
of peaceful calm rather than of turmoil; 
of service and helpfulness. All these 
without the element of tragic sacrifice. 
It should, in brief, be the symbol, not 
of death, but of life — of vigorius, ever- 
lasting growth. 

Why not, then, the "peace tree," or 
rather millions of peace trees — one for 
every individual or family that has had 
its heart in the winning of the war and 
that now has its heart no less sincerely 
ia the prosecution of pence? Let us 
plant trees, no matter what kind, nor 
need we be over precise as to where — 
the exact place doesn't matter a rap — 
frees thai will stand and grow and be- 
come constantly more beautiful as a 
tribute to the coming of peace, as a sym- 
bol of the upward growth of the world 
and of humanity to bring about which 
we are prepared to lend our utmost aid. 

Our armies now in the invaded, deso- 
lated sections of Belgium and France, 
and our Y. M. C. A., and IXod Cross, and 
other workers are toiling to rebuild 
those countries, lo re-establish their 
industries and their agriculture, to 
beautify again their homes and country- 
sides, that the scars of battle may be 
hidden and forgotten. Our country has 
been spared that destruction and desu- 
hition, but always it can be made more 
beautiful. Why not let this era of re- 
construction in Europe be paralleled by 
a campaign of home beautification over 
here? It will mean something, a good 
deal, in fact, to the men as they return 
with vivid recollections of all they have 
seen and heard waiting to lie blotted 
out by sights and sounds of peace and 
beauty. The men who have seen the 
gardens of Kn gland and France will bo 
glad to see a new birth of garden beauty 
in their home land. 

We plan to decorate our cities and 
towns with flags and banners and plas- 
ter arches costing thousand's of dollars. 
And after a while the (lags will be taken 
down, the banners, if spared by wind 
and weather will be removed, and the 
plaster sculpture will be broken up and 
carted away. Why not, instead of some 
of this, or, if you like, in addition to 
it, bedeck our surroundings in foliage 
and flowers, and plant trees and shrubs, 
vines and 'hardy plants? Year after 
year they will remain beautiful, impos- 
ing, useful. Year after year they will 
continue to grow, symbolizing the spread 
of peace and the democratic justice 
upon which it is founded. Year after 
year they will refresh our memories — 
not of the horrors through which the 
world has passed, but of the reward that 
has come to it, of the new priceless 
amalgam that has come forth out of the 
flames of trial and adversity. 

The planting of "memorial trees, M as 
suggested by the American Forestry As- 
sociation, and other agencies for sol- 
diers and sailors whose lives have been 
taken as hostages of peace does not go 
far enough. Bather should every fam- 
ily who had! a relative or close friend in 
any way connected with the war's activ- 
ities, plant its own peace tree, getting 
the returned son or brother or father 
or friend to help n't the planting cere- 
mony, if possible. If an Elm, Oak, Hick- 
ory, or other ornamental, its shade can

EDITORIAL 



There have been many suggestions 
made in these columns for a proper ami 
lasting memorial for the Narbertli boys 
who have given their services to their 
country. 

The Civic Association through its of- 
ficers and directors feels that Narberth 
needs an assembly and recreation hall, 
and that this would be a proper memor- 
ial to our boys. 

This is similar to the memorial which 
will probably be worked 1 out for the 
city of Philadelphia and will provide 
gymnasium, swimming pool, reading 
room, smoking and rest rooms, commit- 
tee rooms, trophy room and auditorium. 

This would furnish not only a place 
for recreation for our soldier boys, but 
would provide for what Narberth has 
needed for a long time — proper rooms in 
which all organizations can hold meet- 
ings, a large auditorium whore lectures, 
motion pictures, musicales, amateur the- 
atricals, dances, flower shows and exhi- 
bitions can be held. 

For recreation purposes there should 
be in addition to the swimming pool and 
gymnasium, bowling alleys, pool and bil- 
liard tables, etc. 

Such a building would not only im- 
prove the character of the entertain- 
ments which Narberth may have, but 
will also largely assist in the mental, 
moral and physical betterment of the 
community. 

Narberth has in the past worked out 
some of the biggest achievements along 
the Main Line, including the Historical 
Pageant of 1913, the Narbrook Park 
Improvement and the Patriotic Fete of 
1918, and should be the first to line up 
with Governor Sproul in his idea of 
proper and lasting memorials which 
shall be useful as well as beautiful and 
shall be far away from shafts, tomb 
stones and kindred so-called memorials. 

The Civic Association will welcome 
any suggestions on this plan.

"What's 
that?" said this blood-thirsty non-com., 
"after sj tending $12.00 for this uniform 
and $2.50 for this gun M (vintage of 
IStil. "Away with him!" And the poor 
fellow who made the suggestion was 
chuckc4 down stairs, making such a 
racket that the proceedings of the 
Forum were seriously interrupted.

Reduce 
their numbers and our feathered friends 
and allies arc deprived of shelter and 
sanctuary; increase -them, and the birds 
thrive and multiply and serve us well 
in our eternal warfare against the in- 
sect pests of flower, fruit, and food 
plants. 

Trees along our highways will ndd to 
their attractiveness and kindle a new 
community pride in those who live 
amongst and beneath them. 

Trees on the hillsides will save our 
soil from destructive erosion, our low 
lands from disastrous floods, our wells 
and springs from serious shortages in 
times of need. 

Trees in the garden and about the 
home will enrich the soul and lend new 
interest and color to life.
